What you are describing is one of the infamous wannabe scopes. There 

were three vendors (Hickock, Jetronics, and have forgotten the other) 

who made "Chinese copies" of the Tek 545A and its plug ins for sale to 
the US government in the early sixties. 


Yes, Tektronix sued, and ultimately won. But by the time the thing 
was settled, there were thousands of these wannabes, mostly taking up 
shelf space, because they were poor performers and died early and 
horrible deaths. I have a Hickock that is donating parts for various 
things that blew its HV transformer. I think the era when these were 
built was 1961-63. The 545B replaced the 545A in 1964, which made the 
545A wannabes obsolete. 


A genuine Tek scope or plug-in very clearly says on the front panel 
"Tektronix," with the company name, meatball logo, etc. The wannabes 
generally have no manufacturer's name on the panel, just on an 
attached military nameplate. 


Of the CRT's, the Dumont CRT shop was, for years, the best in the 
world.

I was playing around with the navy RCH receiver recently obtained and. 


as with all pre-product detector receivers, I get frustrated by trying 
to use it in the CW mode with no AGC. 


In this particular unit, there is conventionally derived rectified IF 
AGC in the AM mode, but in CW, the AGC bus is shorted directly to 

a negative bias supply (derived from a 50 ohm resistor in the HV 

xfmr center tap to ground). In most receivers, the AGC would simply 
be shorted to ground. 


Not wanting to really modify this unit, I thought I'd try audio-derived 
AGC, and it is outstanding. This simple circuit could be applied to 
anything from an ARC-5 to a HRO. 


The circuit is simply a conventional half-wave voltage doubler. I used 

a pair of 3.3uf 50V caps and a pair of 1n4001 diodes. I tack soldered 

a 2K pot across the 600 ohm output transformer terminals (one is grounded) 
and that feeds the circuit. The output is loaded with a 470K resistor 

and connected to the AGC bus. In this receiver, that is accomplished 

by removing the wire to the mode switch that comes from the fixed 

bias source and connecting the detector output to that switch lug. 


I tuned in a fairly strong SSB station on 40 meters, then cranked up the 
gain until the signal started to distort, then adjusted the 2K pot 

until I started to get AGC action. Thereafter, the gain could be cranked 
up all the way with no distortion and all signals in the round-table 
sounded identical in level. 


AS I said, this same scheme should work with a great many receivers. 
The pot value should be a few times higher than the output impedance 
to prevent loading. This circuit has a time constant of around 1.5 
seconds decay, which works great for both CW and SSB.

Following some excellent suggestions by Roy Morgan, I think that the 
noise problem has been localized. It seems to be coming from the power 
supply voltage regulators (is this possible?). I changed one of them and 
the noise came down but I also saw a small spark inside the new 6082 
tube when I turned the set on. Afterwards, the common smell of an 
overheated resistor came from the same area of the 6082. The voltage at 
the test point reads 180VDC which is normal. The next step is to remove 
the audio subunit and check it out. I'm open for more suggestions from 
R390 (not A) fans. This is truly a great set. Now my R390A seems easier 
to troubleshoot. 


By the way, we were spared from the wrath of ERIKA. Its quiet and VERY 
HOT down here.

>From the preface, "The author is an experienced seagoing radio operator. 
He brings to his pages the fascinating lore of an intensely prideful 
calling and with this message of brotherhood refreshing to this time 

of discord. At sea, when SOS flashes through the 600 meter band, all 

men of whatsoever race or nationality are one." 


To drive that point home, after the SS Republic was rammed by the 

SS Florida during zero-visibility fog, RO Binns sent out the CQD 
distress call (the author gives an interesting history of the various 
distress calls - more on that later); by the next day the horizon 

was filled with dozens of ships drawn by a desire to assist. The 
author writes: "Daylight had showed a gathering fleet of ships; 
liners of all nations, stodgy freighters, graceful Revenue Cutters, 
and other craft, including the famous whaleback, City of Everett. 

All had been drawn to a common centre by the magic call of the 
wireless. Every vessel within three hundred miles that was equipped 
with radio had picked up the CQD, and hurried through the fog and night 
to reach the side of the sinking White Star liner.

One thing is a bit puzzling: In the introductory chapter, that author 
has a page containing the Morse Code, and some commonly used prosigns; 
he says that __..__ means "high power warning; exclamation mark" 
Now, we all know that today it means "comma" (and unofficially, 

on 500 kc it also meant "you're a lid"). So when did its meaning 
change? This book was written in 1935, and I went through Coast 

Guard Radiomen School some 40 years later; was there a change in 
certain prosigns during those 40 years?

What you are describing is one of the infamous wannabe scopes. There 

were three vendors (Hickock, Jetronics, and have forgotten the other) 

who made "Chinese copies" of the Tek 545A and its plug ins for sale to 
the US government in the early sixties.

Yes, Tektronix sued, and ultimately won. 


Lavoie was the third maker of the military clones. Interestingly, Tek sued 
not the clone makers, but the US Government (in 1961), and won over 4 
million for infringement of patents used in the 535 and 545. No final 
judgment until 1978, however. 


The US apparently wanted Tek quality scopes at less than Tek prices, and 
had submitted specs which virtually required a qualifying bidder to 
infringe on Tek's patents: 


"Jetronics found it necessary to copy the physical layout and circuit 
design of the Tektronix 535 and used the Tektronix 535 performance 
specifications in manufacturing the USM/81. To comply with defendant's 
requirements, Hickok copied the physical layout and circuit design of the 
Tektronix 535 in manufacturing its USM/81. Likewise, to meet defendant's 
requirements, Hickok manufactured its 1805 as a copy of the Tektronix 545. 
On at least one occasion, in competing against plaintiff for a contract 
involving a Tektronix 545A-type oscilloscope, Hickok actually submitted to 
defendant a Tektronix-manufactured oscilloscope with a Hickok face plate 
and represented the scope as a bid sample of the scope that Hickok intended 
to manufacture. " 


A tactic used early on by the government was an attempt to countersue Tek 
for infringing on government owned patents in the production of Tek scopes. 
This claim lost at the pretrial stage.

When Sandy, W5TVW, posted on regenerative receivers, he did not mention, and 
may not have seen, the new book on this old topic: "Secrets of Homebuilt 
Regenerative Receivers," Rockey, C.F., W9SCH, Lindsay Publications (1996). 
Rocky covers the genius of Armstrong and the practices of the 1930s in just 
127 pages, so he does not get to the several later examples of this technique 
like the Knight Ocean Hopper/Space Spanner/Span-Master series and the 
Heathkit GR-81 which Penson (Heathkit, a Guide to the Amateur Radio Products, 
Penson, C., WA7ZZE, (1995) Electric Radio Press, p 70) curiously calls 
"sSuperegenerative," but which was in fact an extention of the ham RXs of the 
pre commercial era and not like the "rushbox" super-regens that conquered 5 
Meters and resurected in the Heath Sixer/Twoer series. 


For background on the topic in modern form the 1995 Handbook has the Kitchin 
project, which was a shortened version of Kitchin, C., NITEV, "Regenerative 
Receivers," Communications Quarterly, Fall, 1995, p 7 et seq. Fora 
practical, but recent example of a regen Rx using tubes see "A 40-Meter 
Regenerative Receiver You Can Build," Newkirk, D., WJ1Z, QST, Sep 1992, p 35. 
The technique was also applied to primative superhetrodynes by Frank Jones 
on the 5 Meter band in the 1930s, where a technique, super-regeneration, 


ruled. The Regenerative superhets survived the war: "The Novice RS-3," 
McCoy, L, W1ICP, QST, Oct. 1963, p 42. 


As late as 1978 Radio Shack offered a regenerative "Globe Patrol" general 
coverage receiver kit One of those is never far from the AB5L bench as a 
regen can double as a signal generator, for good or ill. The 
super-regeneration technique persists in Radio Shack "Space Patrol" handie 
talkies even today. 


But the era of the regen RX is gone, nonetheless. An otherwise knowledgable 
ham of the modern stripe insisted to me that only a super-regen could hear FM 
as well as AM. I patched the Globe Patrol in behind a Tecraft 2M converter 
(1956) and we listened to local repeaters ‘till he got tired, which was not 
long. Things go out of style, and the regen RX, like the open line feeder, 
is hopelessly dated now, although regeneration supplied the BFO for all but 
the first S-38, the Hammarlund HQ-100 and the Hallicrafters SX-140. It isa 
shame, really. When a regen comes on it says "pop" as if echoing back from 
the '30s, and the waterfall noise of a super-regen sounds better to me when I 
monitor 6M that the passing auto ignitions.

This plate corresponds to the numbers on the NPO dial. No direct read-out. 

2) According to my manual the HRO-60 should have come with the following dial 
scales mounted on the dial drum: A, B,C, E-F, AA, AB and AC. If your set-up 
is different it sounds like a prior owner had made this unit a special order 
from National.

Some progress on both the Tecraft and International Crystal projects in last 
two weeks: 


Tecraft 


The count is now two (different) 2M converters and one TX plus a just arrived 
6M converter thru K9IGDT who sent me the one he had just after the '57-'58 
Golden Age period. It is a valorous old soldier on which the Motorola jacks 
have survived, as well as the serial # adn other decals. It cleaned up 
nicely. With all the Baptists here in Texas, I use the total immersion in 
water method. I actually scrub them in mild dish soap and dry them in the 
oven at about 150 degrees. I got the idea from Carr, the Carr's Corner guy 
in CQ and, altho it looks dangerous, it works great. A dash of Armoral, non 
gloss, is another trick and works far better than wax. A trade is just being 
firmed up will bring three unitentified converters and a TX, so better keep 
the scrub brush out for a while, and my library was extended by WA9JML who 
sent a new to me copy of a factory flyer. 


International Crystal 


I am now able to identify the later project boards called MXX-1, SAX-1, PAX-1 
and BAX-1 plus the OX oscillator from an ad found in QST for June 1959. I 
have learned that IC made a transmitter board for 80/40 but do not have 
enough information to discuss it yet, but I turned up a competitor to the IX 
low frequency oscillator. Sentry's "Lo-Frequency Oscillator" board is 
awaiting packaging by my 11-year-old son, his first interest in radio. Of 
course I am pretty well up to speed on the later converters like the FCV 
series, and I know a lot about the STP-10 series of TX and such that started 
this quest. Eluding me yet is a mentioned '64 catalog with all the circuits 
for all the boards, and I have yet to do a careful review of The Milliwatt, 
Ade Weiss's early magazine, for references. 


Revelations: 


Found one reference to an early Tecraft converter that had a hardwood, 
not metal case. WA5VJB raided the QST collection of silent key Leroy May, 
W5AIG/W5HN, 6M WAS #4, for a copy of the '53 converter article by the 
Tecraft founders, and I talked with one guy who lived at River Edge NJ, the 
sacred home of TEcraft which, I learn, was a division of Television 
Industries Inc. of Hackensack, NJ. 


Lamentations: 


Still not enough folks digging into their basements and files for 
information and examples from these two companies. Also cataloging 
recollections of times with products of either, and have logged some good 
ones already. The folks who knew and used these products are gettin' on as 
they say down here, and the next researcher will be working in electric 
trashbins. I want to give him/her a head start on questions like this: 


Why did Tecraft and several other converter makers make a special 
"satellite" model in '58 for the 108MC range? That is too high for Sputnik 
by far, so what satellite was being monitored for $44.95 in Eisenhower 
dollars? I don't know.b

Long time readers of these pages may remember my earlier post about 
Jim Bourne, the chief rigger for the RCA transmitting station at 
Bolinas, CA., now silent after 70 years of service. My assumption at 
the time was that Mr. Bourne had passed away. That assumption was my 
loss because Mr. Bourne in fact lived for many more years and I missed 
the opportunity to meet with him again and hear his stories. An 
aritcle in the August 28 issue of the Point Reyes Light newspaper 


recorded the actual passing of Mr. Bourne at age 86. 


"He was in charge of maintenance for all the RCA towers - the tallest 
one was 300 ft. tall. He loved that job, loved climbing and spending 
time in the air," his granddaughter said. "He retired after 34 years." 


Ed Brennan, his former boss, had the climbing belt mentioned in my 
post made for "Jimmy" upon his retirement. 


I've re-posted my original piece below as my small tribute to a great 
man. 


THE CHIEF RIGGER 


In the days of radio when men were men, days not too long past, 
forests of telephone poles held spiderwebs of antennas against the 
sky, usually at the very edge of great oceans. Such a place was the 
RCA transmitting station in Bolinas, CA. When I first started 
visiting there in the early 70s, trans-Pacific telephone circuits were 
still carried on HF radio. Rhombic and fishbone antennas covered 
acres of land, each aimed at a particular spot on the Pacific rim. My 
favorites were the ones held aloft by stacked telephone poles; two 90 
footers placed one upon the other and held by a network of guy wires. 


These laceworks of antennas, feed lines and guy wires were larger and 
more complex than the biggest full-rigged sailing ship. And, like 
those ships, it took a special breed of man to keep them all aloft in 
the face of Pacific storms, salt spray and the ravages of time. When 
we think of these installations, we usually think of the radio 
operators. I often think of the Chief Rigger, within whose domain the 
maintenance of these antenna fields fell. 


I met the Chief Rigger at the station in those days. His name was Jim 
Bourne. He appeared to be in his early 60s, barrel chested with big, 
working man's hands and specticles that somehow seemed too small for 
his large, open face. It was Jim who kept the poles straight, the 
guys tight and the antennas aloft, no matter the weather or the time 
of night. And he did it as a matter of course, as a part of the job 
he had agreed to do. He was the type of man who is a hero but does 
not know it. 


I've kept that picture of Jim Bourne in my mind since then, as an 
example of the best of a breed of men now almost vanished. But I 


wondered at the time if anyone else recognized him for who he was. 


A few years after meeting Jim I was in Bolinas again visiting an 


amateur and fellow Radio Officer who lived near the transmitting 
station. As we chatted about radio and radiomen I noticed in the 
garage adjacent to his shack a large leather climbing belt of the kind 
Jim Bourne used. But this one was clean and new. I noticed too that 
this climbing belt had a brass plaque riveted to it. I drew closer to 
read it. The inscription was simple. It gave me chills to read it 
then, as it still does now: 


"To Jim Bourne - A Rigger's Rigger, A Man's Man" 


Clearly, the belt had been presented to Jim upon his retirement by 
peers who recognized him, as I did, to be man worthy of honor. I 
didn't have the heart to ask my friend how it came to pass that he had 
Jim's belt. But I do know that one of the best epitaphs a man could 
hope for was engraved on that brass plaque.
